JUDAH’S APPROACHING DOOM 


LESSON TEXT—Jeremiah 36:2, 3, 28-31; 
II Kings 24:1-4. 

MEMORY SELECTION—The fear of ‘the 
Lord. prolongeth days; but the years of 
the wicked shall be anorienedss —Proverbs 
10:27. 


The dating of a nation from 
strength and glory to weakness and 
shame is always a sad thing to con- 
template. Still worse is the evident 
cause of such decay in the sinful- 
ness of the people and their stub-. 
born rejection of ade mercy and 
grace. 

The religious retorme: in Judah un- 
der Josiah were only temporary in 
their effect:‘on the people; partly be- 
cause of their own insincerity, and 
partly | ‘because Josiah was soon. 
killed in battle. Yet God did not 
leave his wandering people with- 
out good counsel, for it was in those 
days that the great prophet Jeremi- 
ah ministered. He had been the 
helper of Josiah in his -good pur- 
poses; now he continued to plead 
with Judah to submit themselves 
to God and to his will. 

His efforts proved to be fruitless as 
far as Judah was. concerned, for we 
see that 


I. -Judah Would Not Respond | to. 
God’s Mérey (Jer. 36:2, 3). 

God ‘commanded his ‘prophet to 
write down his words in order that 
the people might not only know the 
inevitable impending judgment, but 
especially be reminded of God’s de- 
sire ‘that they should turn from their 
evil ways and be forgiven. ~ 

One would have thought that they 
would have responded to such mer- 
cy. with an immediate and grateful 
return to the Lord, but they did not. 

Jeremiah, a unique man of great 
ability, was so tenderhearted that he 
has often been called the weeping 
prophet.. Do not infer that he was a 
weak, emotional character, for he 


was strong in the Lord, and coura-. 


geous in the face of rejection and 


persecution. He urged upon Judah | 


the necessity of submitting to Bab- 
ylon, to whom God had given power, 


and above -all to the Lord, for a | 


spiritual cleansing and revival. 

Our. second section brings before 
us the further sin of King Jehoiakim, 
who led his nation on to destruction. |

J ehoiakim, sitting before the fire, 
heard only part of it, and then in 
defiance of God he took a penknife 


and cut.it up and burned it. 


One cannot help but think of those 
in our day who call themselves 
modern thinkers, or liberals, who 
have also used their penknifes on 


God’s Word... They cut out of the 


Bible everything they do not like, 

and offer the hungry people the stone 
of their own philosophies. in place of 
the Bread of life.: Think what their 
judgment will be!. 

God’s Word is not so easily got- 
ten out-of the way! The prophet 
was commanded to. rewrite the 
scroll, and in it to declare the 
awful judgment of God upon the one 
who mutilated his Word. 

To try to destroy God’s truth: by 
fire and violence is as fruitless as 


to try to tear the stars from the

NEW YORK.—No proper evalua- 
tion of the news today can be made

“The worst thing we can do is to 
allow ourselves to be lulled to sleep 
behind an atomic Maginot line,” 
Laurence said, speaking to teachers 
attending a course on ‘‘Evaluating 


Hanson W. Baldwin, military ana- 
lyst, who shared the program with 
Laurence, declared that the atomic 
bomb had completely changed the 
problem of security. 

Effective Control.. 

“The paradox of American ‘se- 
curity’ in the year 1947 is that there 
is no ‘defense’—using the word in 
its narrow term,” Baldwin said. 
‘‘Never before has the old aphorism 
that a strong offense is the best de- 
fense been so true.”’ 

Laurence said that there could. be 
no security unless the nations of the 
world could work out. an effective 
method for international control of 
atomic energy, a method that would 
make certain that no nation, great 
or small, could manufacture or pos- 
sess atomic bombs or the fission- 
able materials in a form easily con- 
vertible into atomic bombs. 


“Without such security there can 
be no peace, no matter what deci- 


ference table in Moscow,”’ he said. 
What to Do. 


Baldwin. urged that the teachers, 
in trying to understand military 
news, do the following: 

‘*Eixamine the source of the news, 
compare the news, beware of cen- 
sorship, put the military news in 
perspective against the political and 
economic background and _ supple- 
ment the news with interpretation, 
commentary and opinion. 

“Never consider military stories 
purely in the vacuum of that sub- 
ject alone. Military action can, and 
often does, affect political action 
and vice versa, and influence ece- 
nomic trends. Look not only for the 
military significance of a military 
story, but also for its political sig- 
nificance. 

‘““Remember, particularly in mili- 


released to the press, does not nec- 
essarily reflect the feelings or the 
opinions of all the people in the 
army or even a full. statement of the 
facts.”’ 

He listed as the two requirements 
for judging any story, rhilitary or 
otherwise, ‘‘a background of solid 
basic factual information, and an 
inquiring and even skeptical mind.”’ 
He said, ‘‘Far too many people be- 
lieve everything they read, with no 
critical evaluation of it.” 


United States Discloses It 
Nipped Nazi Revolt Plot 
FRANKFURT. — United States 
army officials .disclosed the smash- 


tage organization known as DFFB. 

The saboteurs plotted to over- 
throw the German civil govern- 
ment, the army said. Their pass- 
word was ‘12 carat diamond.” 

A headquarters command an- 
nouncement. said the underground 
network had been wiped out with 
the arrest of four former high-rank- 


ernment court, charged with “acts: 
hostile to the interests of the Allied 
forces.’ ; 

The arrests had been kept secret 
for eight months, the army said, to 
permit investigation of the organi- 
zation’s ramifications ‘‘outside the. 
American zone of Germany.”

stitute of Technology, it will be put 
to peacetime uses.
